Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  District  for  the  year  ended  31st  December  1965* 

The  various  sections  of  the  Report  are  set  out  as  usual  and  fev/ 
changes  have  occurred.  Measles  is  the  only  infoctions  disease  still 
being  notified  in  large  numbers  and  fortunatoly  this  carries  a lov/ 
mortality  rate,  With  Variola  minor  in  the  Midlands  however,  it  has 
been  necessary  to  remain  constantly  on  the  alert.  The  general  pnblio 
are  more  aware  of  the  dangers  of  other  infectious  diseases  (e.g.  pel -i 
and  enteric  fever)  than  in  the  past  and  I spend  more  time  checking 
contacts  of  such  diseases  than  previously.  Fortunately,  no  outbreaks 
have  occurred  to  date. 

The  Public  Health  Inspector^’  time  seems  to  be  more  and  more  taken 
up  with  Surveying  and  Planning  v/ork  which  is  the  main  disadvantage  of  having 
combined  duties.  This  is  regrettable,  as  two  items,  namely  Pood  Hygiene 
and  Caravans  are  assuming  ever  increasing  importance.  I intend  to 
report  separately  on  this  matter,  after  consultation  v/ith  Mr.  Fry,  but 
the  number  of  inspections  shown  on  pages  15  and  16  indicate  the  trend. 

Early  in  1965  Worcestershire  County  Council  annoimced  their  decision 
on  the  boundary  review  and  re-organisation  of  Local  Government.  No  major 
alterations  in  Rural  District  Boundarj.es  were  proposed.  I consider  this 
unfortunate  as  I feel  that  considerable  benefits  are  to  be  derived  from 
amalgamation  of  districts.  A larger  conbined  district  v/ould  enable 
separate  Public  Health  and  Surveying  departments  to  be  established. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  a Royal  Commission  on  Local  Government 
has  now  been  set  up  under  the  Chairmanship  of  Sir  John  Maud.  As  I 
have  certain  points  in  relation  to  the  unsatisfactory  nature  of  my  own 
combined  appointment  also,  I intend  to  submit  evidence  to  that  body. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  all  members  of  the  staff  for  their 
invaluable  assistance  during  the  year.

Antenatal  Clinics 

It  is  now  County  policy  that  intenatal  cases  should  be  cared  for  as 
far  as  possible  by  their  ov.n  doctor.  Clinics  are  available  hov/ever,  at 
which  expectant  mothers  are  encouraged  to  attend  regularly  in  order 
to  meet  the  midwife,  receive  health  education,  and  carry  out  ante-natal 
exercises  under  the  direction  of  a physiotherapist.

Mid?7ifer.y  (Section  23 ) 

The  services  of  a County  Midv/ife  are  available  v/ithout  charge  to  care  for 
mothers  during  pregnancy,  confinement  and  for  a period  of  ten  days 
afteriYaras.  She  should  be  booked  as  early  as  possible  in  order  to 
receive  adequate  instruction  for  the  confinement.  Visits  are  paid 
to  the  home  and  examinations  carried  out  monthly  in  co-opjeration  with 
the  doctor,  v/ho  v/ill  arrange  hospital  consultations  if  necessary.  Free 
dental  treatment  is  available  ^‘’uring  this  period  and  may  be  arranged 
through  the  County  Dental  Officer. 


Heath  Vi3itinf<  and  Hone  Nursing  (Sections  24  and  23) 

After  the  first  ten  days  the  Health  Visitor  takes  over  responsibility 
for  the  care  of  the  baby  from  the  rlidwifeo  She  is  a trained  nurse 
nho  has  received  additional  instruction  in  child  care,  naintenajice  of 
health  and  prevention  of  disease,  and  is  able  to  offer  guidance  to 
the  mother  until  the  child  goes  to  school.  Particular  attention  is 
paid  to  premature  babies  and  those  iDlaced  for  adoption  or  wirh  fester 
parents.  The  Health  Visitor  also  acts  as  school  nurse  and  being  an 
experienced  medico-social  v/orker  is  able  to  give  advice  to  the  adult 
members  of  the  family  on  personal  problems  related  to  physical  or 
mental  ill-health. 

The  District  Hurse  is  available  to  act  on  the  instiractions  of 
the  general  practitioner  or  hospital,  when  a patient  is  discharged, 
to  make  arrangeiaents  for  domiciliary  care.  They  carry  out  nursing 
procedures  and  may  bo  called  upon  in  an  (Snergenoy.  In  m.ost  insta^nces 
the  District  Nurse  is  also  the  Midwife  and  acts  as  HeaH  th  Visitor,  but 
in  urban  areas  it  is  sometimes  more  convenient  to  split  their  duties.

This  is  a valuable  xJ3:‘ot^c-tive  measure 
against  Tuberculosis  and  is  doing  much  to  reduce  the  number  of  ca-ses 
on  the  register. 


ihnbulance  vService  (Section  27) 

Cases  of  accident  or  sudden  and  urgent  illness  are  responded  to 
irrespective  of  the  source  of  the  call.  All  that  is  necessa-ry  is  to 
ask  the  telephone  operator  for  Ambulance  after  dialling  999 « The 
Service  is  under  radio-control  from  Worcester  and  ambulance  stations 
are  strategically  situated  throughout  the  County. 

Requests  for  hospital  cars  should  be  made  to  the  County  iimbulance 
Officer,  v/ho  will  decide  whether  this  form  of  transport  is  suitable. 
Patients  suffering  from  an  infectictis  disea-se  are  conveyed  to 
hospital  in  special  ambulances  stationed  at  the  Is  olation  Hosx)ptale 


Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After  Care  (Section  28) 

Convalescent  care  is  provided  for  children  and  adults  not  requiring 
treatment.  This  type  of  recuperative  holiday  is  frequently  recommended 
and  persons  are  required  to  contribute  according  to  their  means. 

Medical  comforts  depots  are  maintained  in  various  parts  of  the 
County  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade  and  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society.  Requests  for  nursing  equipment  such  as  bedxjans,  pulleys, 
hoists,  etc.,  should  be  made  to  the  Pistrict  Nurse  or  County  Health 
Department. 
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Persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  may  be  assisted  in  many  ways. 
Tuberculosis  Heath  Visitors  work  from  the  Chest  Clinic  and  will  assist 
patients  to  make  the  best  use  of  the  services  available.  OcoTpational 
therapy  is  available  for  patients  suffering  from  lengthy  illnesses  or 
v;ho  are  undergoing  prolonged  convalescence.  A chiropody  scheme  is  noYi 
in  operation  for  p.ged  and  handicapped  persons , and  is  being  extended, 

A Health  Education  Organiser  has  also  been  a,ppointed  to  provide 
instruction  on  heoath  matters  in  an  attemxDt  to  reduce  il.lness. 

This  is  par ticulo.rly  important  in  relation  to  accidents  in  the  home, 
food  hygiene  and  cancer . 


Ponestic  Help  (Section  29) 

The  Home  Help  Service  is  administered  by  the  V/omen’ s Voluntary 
Service  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council,  Enquiries  relating  to  the  Rural 
district  should  be  addressed  to  - Mrs,  Hott,  Station  Road,  Eernhill  Heath 
(Fernhill  Heath  437) • 

The  service  provides  domestic  help  for  the  aged,  in  sickness  and  for 
maternity  cases  during  confinement.

The  Mental  Health  Service  has  been  expended  to  deal  with  the 
provisions  of  the  MentaH  Health  Act  1959*  -he  Act  abolishes  the 
term  menta^l  deficiency  and  introduces  the  term  ’’mental  disorder” 
which  includes  subnormality,  severe  subnormality,  mental  illness  and 
psychopa.thic  disorder.  Mental  Welfare  Officers  have  been  appointed 
?/ho  act  in  conjunction  with  approved  MedicaH  Officers  and  the  Hospital 
services . 

Stautory  duties  of  the  County  Council  include  - 


(a)  the  provision  of  residential  accommodation, 

(b)  the  provision  of  training  or  occupation  centres  (available  at 
Stourport,  Bromsgrove  and  Lov/er  \7ick) . 

(c)  the  exercise  of  functions  relating  to  persons  placed  under 
gua^rdianship . 

(d)  The  provision  of  ancillary  services  for  persons  suffering  from 
mental  disorder. 


Welfare  Services  (National  Assistance  Act  1948 ) 


The  Welfare  Services  are  administered  by  the  Welfa^re  Section  of  the 
Healbh  Department  under  the  direction  of  the  County  Welfare  Ofricer. 
The  following  facilities  are  available s- 

(a)  residential  accommodation  for  the  elderly  who  are  unable  to 
look  after  themselves  in  their  own  hom.es . 

(b)  temporary  accommodation  for  x^Q^sons  in  urgent  need.

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School  Health  Servlco  (Education  Act  1944) 

The  County  Medic.al  Officer  is  also  Principal  School  LlodiCral  Officer, 
School  Medical  Officers  visit  all  Primary  a.nd  Secondar^r  schools  in 
the  district  a.t  regular  intervals, 

Every  school  child  receives  three  medical  examina^tions  during  his 
or  her  school  life,  but  children  in  whom  a.bnorina.litios  ore  detected 
:3ro  seen  more  frequently.  Special  visuo.1  acuity  and  colour  tests 
are  given  at  7 - 8 years  old,  children  in  need  of  a.ttention  being 
referred  to  the  School  Oculist, 

Routine  testing  of  hearing  is  now  carried  out  using  a pure- tone 
audiometer  and  children  v;ith  defective  hearing  are  referred  to 
special  clinics  fur  further  investigation. 

The  services  of  a Speech  Therapist  are  available  and  orthopaedic 
defects  are  kept  under  supervision  by  the  Orthopaedic  Sister. 
Children  ?;ith  behaviour  disorders  or  other  problems  are  seen  a.t 
the  Child  Guidance  Clinic,  Lovers  Grove,  ¥orcester. 


School  Rental  Service 

The  Rental  HeaMth  of  all  children  in  maintained  schools  is  supervised 
at  regular  intervals,  inspections  being  carried  out  on  the  premises. 
Subsequently  treatment  is  carried  out  at  the  nearest  fixed  clinic, 
or  in  one  of  the  mobile  dental  clinics  now  available.  Clinics 
are  available  at  Bromsgrove,  Stourport  and  Kidderminster. 

County  Analyst, 

The  County  Analyst  is  available  to  examine  public  water  supplies,  sewage 
' effluent,  milk,  food  and  drug  samples.  The  arrangements  for  the 
routine  sampling  of  all  milk  supplies  is  in  the  hands  of  the  County 
Public  Health  Inspector. 

B.  Hospital  Services 

These  services  are  administered  by  the  Birmingham  Regional  Hospital 
Board,

5.  Psychiatric  Hpsitals  for  mental  disorders  are  available  at 
Powick,  Barnsley  Hall  and  Lea  Hospital,  Bromsgrove. 

6.  St.  John’s  Hospital  and  Highfield  Hospital,  Broitv/ich  are 
national  hospita,ls  for  the  treatment  of  rhueumatic  diseases ^ Spa 
troatheiiint  is  also  available  through  the  cut-'patient  department 
at  the  Brine  Baths,  or  privately, 

7.  A Thoracic  surgery  unit  has  been  established  at  Hill  Top  Hospital, 
Bromsgrove  dealing  mainly  with  congenial  heart  lesions  in 
children. 
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8.  LaboratoriGs  are  available  in  all  General  Hospitals,  but  at 

v/orcester  Roya.1  Infirmary  a branah  of  the  Public  Healbii  Laboratory 
Service  has  been  established.  This  organisation,  vd.th  reference 
labora/bories  in  London  and  elsev/here,  is  designed  to  assist  local 
authorities  in  their  investiga-tions  into  outbreaks  of  communicable 
disease .

Venereal  diseases  are  diagnsed  and  treated  at  a special  out- 
patient department  (adjacent  to  the  Chest  Clinic  at  the  Wcrcester 
Royal  Infirmary) .

The 
remaining  three  parishes  are  supplied  as  follows 3-- 

(1)  Y/arndon  - by  an  extension  to  the  Worcester  City  mains. 

(2)  Westwood  - by  a private  supply  controlled  by  the  estate, 

(3)  Hartlebury  - by  the  North  YiTest  Y/orcestershire  Water  Board. 

This  water  is  supplied  from  Bewdley  via  Stourport  and  recent 
extensions  have  made  available  water  to  the  Crossway  Green  area..

Sewage  Disposal  Works  are  operating  satisfactorily  at  WychDold, 
Femhill  Heath,  Ombersley,  Crowle  and  Hanbury. 

The  Hanbury  Works  have  only  recently  been  completed  and  have 
alleviated  certain  nuisances  in  the  village.  A number  of  new  houses 
erected  on  the  Droitwich  Road  have  been  connected  but  further  development 
has  been  held  up  due  to  Green  Belt  restrictions.

Some  difficulties  have  been  encountered  at  the  Fernhill  Heath 
Works  for  some  time  and  there  seems  little  doubt  that  the  plant  is 
, Tho  * p^^posals  for  an  Gx-fcoiision 

to  these  works  were  investigated  by  an  Fngln^- inspoctor  from 

the  Ministry  on  8th  April  I965.  It  was  learnt  v/ith  some  surprise 
on  30th  June  I965  that  approval  was  not  being  given  for  the  new  scheme 
but  only  minor  modifications  to  the  existing  works  were  to  be  carried 
out.  Very  shortly  afterwards  the  Severn  River  Board  drew  attention 
to  the  pollution  of  the  brook  by  unsatisfactoxy  effluent  which  liad  t.-cxi 
respsti^llble  for  killing  a number  of  fish  in  the  River  Salv/arpe. 

Following  a visit  to  the  Ministry  by  the  Clerk  and  the  Surveyor 
immediate  approval  was  given  to  temporary  improvement  works  and 
it  is  anticipated  that  the  nev7  scheme  v;ill  be  given  approval.  The 
alternative  of  pumping  Sewage  from  Fernhill  Heath  to  the  new  works 
for  Droitwich  Borough  at  Ladywood  has  virtually  been  ruled  out. 

Sewage  from  the  parish  of  Hartlebury,  including  the  Moors  Farm 
and  Torton  area  has  been  pumped  to  the  Kidderminster  Sev/age  Disposal 
Works  for  some  years  now.  A new  agreement  has  recently  been 
negotiated  with  that  Authority.  The  area  which  now  requires  sewerage 
is  Charlton. 

The  Tibberton  Sev/erage  and  Sewrage  Disposal  V/orks  are  now  nea.ring 
completion.  The  sewers  have  been  laid  and  many  properties  have 
been  connected,  but  it  has  not  yet  been  possible  to  bring  the  new  works 
into  operation » At  the  suggestion  of  the  Ministry,  the  sewer  was 
extended  towards  the  Church,  to  include  new  development  round  Lawns 
Farm  and  it  is  likely  that  further  development  will  take  place  in 
this  area. 

The  most  urgent  scheme  requiring  attention  now  is  at  Cutnall

3.  Caravans 


It  is  estimated  that  approximately  550  Caravans  are  normally  resident 
in  the  district.  The  numbers  fluxtuate  widely  between  the  summer  and 
winter  months,  due  to  an  influx  of  seasonal  agricultural  workers, 
particularly  in  the  parish  of  Ombersley.  Some  of  these  caravans  remain 
on  site  throughout  the  winter,  although  seasonal  v/ork  is  no  longer 
available,  it  is  fairly  easy  for  occupants  to  obtain  employment 
locally.  Other  groups  of  unauthorised  vans  tend  to  appear  from  time 
to  time  in  various  parts  of  the  Green  Belt*

INSPECTION  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

1.  Food  Premises 

The  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act  I963  pla.ocd  tho  roqui rement 
of  Registration  on  all  premises,  with  effect  from  1st  May  1964->  This 
provided  a greater  measure  of  control  over  Food  Premises  which  in 
a naral  district  has  always  been  rather  difficult o The  Food  Hygiene 
(General) Regulations  I96O  do  of  course,  still  apply  but  additional 
safeguards  now  exist  for  the  benefit  of  employees,  ecg.  seating 
arrangements,  fencing  of  machinery  and  first~-aid  equipment..  -Some 
difficulty  has  been  encountered  in  completing  the  task  of  registration 
owing  to  pressure  of  work. 

2.  Ice  Cream  and  Milk 

Forty-five  shop  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  Ice-Cream, 
all  offering  the  pre-packed  product  only.  Soft  ice-cream  is  only 
sold  from  mobile  vehicles  operating  from  other  districts. 

The  Milk  and  fairies  Regulations  are  administered  by  Y/orcestershire 
County  Council.  There  are  three  pasteurisation  plants  in  the  district 
and  the  County  Public  Health.  Inspector  has  samples  taken  from,  a 
variety  of  cources.
